raiſe his owne ambition to a greater height) yet haue they 


not defifted to follow the deccits of their ewne hearts 5 and

as the ewes found arotten Reede and broken Staffe of Egypr, 
yndertaken impoſſibilicies , to the deſtruction of infinite 
thouſands, and at the beſt but the ſauing of cheic owne liues 
for a time, EE 

For although Hadad an Edowite of the Kings ſecede fled 
ynto Pharas King of Egypt, who gaue him a Houſe, Land, 
and the fifter of his wife, euen Taphrnes the Queene , whereby 
it ſhould ſeeme hee thrived in his reuolc : Yet alas was it ſo 
farre from preiudicing of Salomon, that he onely diſcouered a 
willingneſſe, without power or meanes to diſturbe the State, 
and made the preat King ſtand on his guard the better : Al- 
though [eroboams fled vnto Siſag, continuing there vnto the 
death of Salomon, and {o receiued as it were ſupportation in 
his Treaſons : Yet ic was the reuolt of the tenne Tribes, and 
the curſe which branded Salomons Idolatry, made 1ſ+ae! rex 
bell againſt Rehoboaw,,and ſettled this Seruant in his Maſters 
Throne : Although as Herodotus reperteth, that Harpagus 
Means ( after A5tiages had with great immanity murthered 
his Sonne) fled ynto Cirss into Perſia, in hope of reuenge,and 
{o ſet the Eaſt and whole eAfiain combuſtion : Yet alas hee 
onely made hauock of his Countrey , and brought a ſtranger 
to pofſefle both the Monarchies, 

It you ouerlooke the ſtory of Hamibal, and would know, 
what cntertainement hee had with Pruſias King of Bithiria, 
you ſhall finde him a miſerable ſpeRacle ofdeieRion, and 
that hee onely opened him the doores of death , ſcarce aftor- 
ding him leiſure to enter, before hee was delivered into the 

hands of fcorne, according to their intention to leade him 
captiue to Rowe, Looke vpon Pompeis miſeries, who fled 
vnto Ptolomy his ſuppoſed friend : but ro what end? Euento 
be brought ro the houle of flaughter, for feare of the prevailer: 
What could Cleopatra auaile her Anthony , or Lepidus, Seits: 
Pompeins, and infinite others, ſufficiently ſhrowd themſclues 
vnder forraigne ſhades,when the greater cloudes were thick- 
_ nedto raine downe ſhewres of deuaſtation,vpon their heads? 

and Oftanins held vp his head in the turbulent Sea of thoſe 
ciuill warres, And thus could 1fſend you into the wilde fieles 
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The Introdiftion. 3 
of inftances(eſpeciallyconcerning traytars, who were allchoa- 
ked withthis /dachinillian Poſition of admitting the Freaſon , 
but not ſuborningthe Traytors)did Lnorpurpoſe to difclaime 
an vnciuill vncouering the hoary head of Antiquity, and di. 
uulge this Principle , that there is no confidence in Princes, 
further then the reuolts of others may ſecond their own bu- 
fineſſe, and the priuate quarrels of a kingdome weaken 
themſclues for a ffrangers admiflion, which yer muſt be done 
by the faQtions, and coadiurements of the ſame Nation : 
Therforc I tand amazed atchefanaricall hopes of diuers Spi- 
rits in our nation,that in thole daies relied ypon the ſuppor- 
ration of Spayne,& are ſtill confident on the blefſings and cur- 
fings of the Pope, eſpecially his ridiculous excommunicating 
of Princes, now lzughed at through the World; when they 
cannot afford me one example , neicher domeſtick, nor for- 
raigne;neither obſoleccor moderne; neither divine nor pro- 
phane, of any ſubieA ſtepping awry into the by-waies of 
rebcllion or inſurreRion, that was eftabliſhed by a forraigne 
Prince,except that Prince(as I laid before) proieted by fach 
a brigge to tranſport his owne power for his owne ends, and 
priuate fatisfaCtion ; But 1 would faine diſclaime any ynci- 
vill opening the graues of the Dead; and content my ſelfe 
with ciſplaying the colours of time, notyct clapſed from our 
owne memories. .. 
When the children of that worthy Edmond Hron/ide fled in- | 
to Hungarie from that preuailing greatneſle of Cauntns,I doe 
not read of their triumphant returne, nor other eftabliſhmenc 
2gainſt thar brauc Dane, till the factions of Exgland broke 
out into flames of their private revenges. When Herry the 
ſecond had crowned his ſonne King of Englewd ; and that the 
impatient young man could not endure his owne Father in 
the competicion,the Story faies, the Prince with his brethren 
fled into France, but how they rerurned ;how they proſpered; 
& how they were ſupported, it is tamentable one way to re- 
port, and remarkeable another way torelare, In thar deploe« 
Table buſinefſe of Edward the ſecond, when his wife and fon 
preſumed on the affiltance of the French King ; I hope it was

fed, theſe new Kings were feparated, andrtheir vniced Great- 
nefſe even in their poſterity difioynred, vmll againe, thae 
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-: The Hiſtory of 

implacable contention betweene the two Families of Yorke 
and Laxzcaſter not onely deformed the proſperity of Exgland, 
bur according to-rhe preuailing of fatious Greatnefle, fear 
ouer divers Gouernours, their partſceans into 7Feland, who till 
remporizing with the ſtrongeſt: party, and contriuing for 


their priaate, ſeit the generall cauſe arrandome, and were 


indeed ynable to redact to any vniformity of gouernement 
the diſparity of /r/þ obedience, and ſo gave way vnto this 
ambitious, inſulting, and rude people to hold vp their 
heads, and aduance themſelues, as .high as their owne

Wherevpon Harry Oneale the ſon of Oexns or Eugenius, match 
ed himſelte with the daughter of Th, Earle of Kidare,& his ſon 
Con ore, or great Con, married the daughter of Gerald Earle 
of Kildare , his owne mothers Neece, whereby vnired to the 
Aourifhing colours of che Geraldines, which many yeeres had 
beene diſplayed in /reland, and iwelled with the fulnefle of a 
molt yberant family, they beganne (beſides a ftrange clation 
of their ſpirits) with a tyrannous ſuppreſſion of their own Na- 
tion, andthis Con More deſpiſed ali titles of either Prince, 
Duke, Marqueſſe or Earle in reſpe& ofthe name of Oneale : 
To this Con {ucceeded another Con,lurnamed Banco, or Lance, 
whole inueterate hate againſt the Ezg/ſh was fuch , that hee 
curſed his poſterity if either they learned the language, ſowed 
any wheate, or builded houſes : This mans greatneſle bred 


| himenuy in the Court of Exglard,8&according tothe milery of 


all times, there wanted not priuate whiſperers, yea flaiterers 
of Princes, by whoſe ſuggeſtion that famous King Henry the 
eight was icalous of his power, eſpecially when it was cor- 
roborared by that faCtious houle of Ki/dare, whoſe ſtory alone 
1s of worthy memory, and affordeth ſo many excellenr ob- 
ſeruations, that I wiſh them folded vp, as it were in one car- 
pet, to be {pred abroad with hanſomneſle for our delight and.

ood order thoſe dangerous enemies, bringing them into the 
ſchoole of correction tor their miſdemeanors;and reformation 
for their incluility : This Cor was compelled to proftrate 
himſelte before che Maieſty of England, and fo diſclaimnig 
the title of Ozcale,by Lertters-Patents was created Earle of T1- 
rene, his cldelt fonne Aſathew (though ſulpeRed a Baſtard) 
Baron of Da»ganon, and ail his Family, as 1t were incorpgja- 
red to the new obedience of the King : This Mathew ynrill 
the age of fifreeue yeere, was imputed the ſonne of a 
Smith in Drndalk,, whole wife being Ovzeales Concubine, 
did atrhe time of death, according ro the cuſtom of /reland, 
preſent him with this ſonne, whome Ozeale did not onely re- 
ceive With gladneſle, but accepted him as his owne, yea pre- 
forred him before his other children to his ticles, and pol- 
{c{ſions, 

But Johannes or Shane Oneale, his ſonne by alawfull wife, 
trookeitin ſuch-indignity, that making a Rrong faction a- 
gainſt bis tather, hee nor onely ſupplanted his brother 1a- 
thew,cuiting off his head, but tormenced the o]d Cox with mae 
ny vonaturall afſaults, and violent excurſions, depopulating 
þ1s tertitor:es, killing bis complices, baniſhing his auxiliae 
ries, and at lat brought him with vntimely griefe ynco his 
graue, and allthe country to bee affrighted wich his tyranny, 
For he not onely ſtepped forward more gloriouſly, then his os 
ther anceſtors, proclayming himſelfe the great Ozeale, bur 
with ſeuerall expeditions contracted the loue and obſeruation 
of the other Provinces, inſomuch that many Rebels both of 

Conach, Meths, and Munſter affifted him in the proſecution of 
Mathews childre,amongſt whom Briaz(falling into the hands 
of Mandonel Totan) was cruelly murthered: Hugh & Cormack 
were vnder Exgljh protetion, and hardy preſerued, which 
fell out ſo croſly 2gainft Shaxes expetation, and diſaſtrous to 
his rebcllious preſumption, that with a lothſome ſauvage- _

Buc fictt by way of expoſtulation, the matter was diſpu- 
red with this Shave, how he durſt preſume to caſt, as it were a 
defiance into the face of Englands Gouernment , and put on 
his 7carean wings to flic higher, then his owne Feathers 
would warrant him, Hee anſwered very peremprorily , thar 
hee was the true, and lawfull heire of Cox One..le, as iſſuing 
from a worthy wife and of a noble houſe, whereas Mathew 
was the Sonne of a Smithin Dorxdalch, and onely foiſtedinto 
ouerthrow the families of Oneale, which hee neither would 
nor could be a Pathickynto, as for the Kings Letters patents 
affording Coz the honor of a Coroner, and title of Earle, a cun- 
ning way toextenuarte his worth, and greatnefle in his coun- 
trey, it was apparant, that Coy had no intereſt, bur for tearme 
of life, nor could without the content of the Lords, and D:- 
waſtas of Viter,transferre anothers right into the Kings hands:

. Notwithſtanding all this, hee ranne a contrary courſe to 
former proteſtations ,& in the violent race of rebcllion,pluns 
ged himlelf,to his vtter extirpation & confyſion,as by the ſe- 
quell may appeare:For firſt he audaciouſlyſupprefled O Reaty, 
& quarrelling with Callogh O Doxel, defeated his complices, 
tauiſhed his wife , impritoned himſelfe and: children, de- 
vaſted his Caſtles, viurped his inheritance, and like the King 
of Ulſter indeede proceeded with all iniperiouſnefle, and 
malicjous inſulting euer his inferiors: but as ſoone as Thomas 
Earle of Suſſex, Lord Licutenant of Ireland, prepared our 
Engliſh forces to rebate his:/pride, and reducetheorher Coun- ' 
rries, hee a little moderated his ambitious courſes, and a 
while procraſtinated his former reſolutions, wherein the per«' 
ſwaſion of Gerard Earle of Kildarehis Colin, whom Queene 
 Maryhadreſtored,was ſoefteRuall, that heretired into Eng- 
_ and, andin all ſuppliant manner abieRedij himſelfe: before 
the Councell, with promiſes and firangeproteſtations, not 
onely of being a true ſubie&;, bur an entertayner of Ciuility, 
and faſhionable order, both in life and habit : the hope 
whereof diſmiſſed him home againe , and like a cunning 
trumpet, inlinuating with the good opinion of a new decet« 
ued Friend, hee beganne reaſonably well, ſhutte his cares a- 
gaiaft the Syren-li temptations of his Bardes and Rimers, 
yndertooke to heare the controuerſies of his people, relceued 
the wants of the diftrefled, In' a-word, demeaned himlſelfe 
with a noble kinde of moderation inPeace; and when thiere 
was cauſe of Warre, 'expulſed the' Srvts of Viſter;S& cur off the 
head of James HMac-Connell their captaine,and principall occa- 
fon of that Innouation, 7. 4%, Th - bs Sid 
| Intheſeſweere paſſages of peace and quietneſſe, hee con- 
tinued a while , and the poore churle thought hee” beheld'a

Buc firſt, as an introduRion of peace, hee releaſed Swrlchoy, 
the brother of Alexander, whom hee had long detainedin pri- 
ſon: and thus prefuming en this new combination with the 
enforced Odennels wite, and ſome few others, heis welcom- 
med intotherent of Alexarder,and for the preſent entertained 
as the voty Prince of the North, or King of //ſeer : but after 
extraordinary drinking, and ouer-liberall carouſes, certaine 
vnkindneſles arid vnfortunate repetitions began betweene 
them abour his other brothers death, and the honour of his 
fHfter, whom Shave hag! formerly married, but deſpightfuily 
refuſed ; Wine ouercame reaſon, reaſon thus entangled was 
ſubieed to confuſion of words, words encreaſcd rage; and 
rage induced reuenge;lo that 4lex,Oge,and Mac.

All this while H#gh the ſonne of Mathew Rood on, his 
guard, and liued warily : ſomerimes vnder the ſecurity of his 
owne faithfull followers, ſometimes vnder the truſt of Eng/:ſh 
protection, {for ſo in his yonger time he trooped in the (treers 
of Lender: with ſufficient equipage, and orderly reſpeR) and 
ſomerimes as a Souldier he commanded a company of horſe 
vnder the Deputy in Mwyfter, againſt the Earle of Deſmond, 
with a penſion beſide of one thouſand marke a yeere out of 
the Exchequer ,- which orderly proceedings with the truſt 
conceived ofhisloialty drew the bow for him, wherewith hee 
hot the marke of his owne aime, and fo by new Leters-Pa- 
rents, having divers reftraints and reſeruations, hee was ad- 

' mitted to his Grandfathers tirles, and inheritances,nor ſhould 
it ſeeme that Twrlogh Lergnogh Romached bis aduancement, 
bur rather ypon hope of bis vertues, whicir gaue a luſtre x0 his 
aQiotis, ſurrenidred histictes arid Lordſhips- into bis hands :

nor firmely compaQted, but Hmghb ne Gaxeclock,, bis brother, 
fearing the fearcful conſequence of the downefall of his houſe, 
diſcouered the ſame, for which the Earle found a time to 
ſtrangle him,colourably proſecuting the ARors, that durſt lay 
hands on any of the bloud of Ozeale: but alasit ſerued not his 


_turne ; For not one]y this barbarous Fratricide, bur all his 0- 


ther refractary courſes were laid open to the peering eyes of 
Evglands Maicſty:but ſuch was his prevailing fortune, thac vp- 
on his reaſonable iuſtifications , and ſeeming penitency, our 
gracious Elizabeth not onely remitted thoſe offences wich 
fauour, but continued him in his Greatnefſe with Ho- 
nour, = 

In this manner he moued awhile in the higheſt orbe of pro- 
ſpetity, and from our Engliſh ſupportation commanded his 
country, asa Prince of the North,and except an open diſplay- 
ing of the colours of Rebellion,performed, what he durſt,and 
d.rſt doe any thing , which tended not to manifeſt treaſon, 
and dangerous innouation, For not long after, ynder colour 
of ſit 44 THE the peace of his country and infinuation with 
ſome Engliſh affinity , hee made Sir Samuel Bagnols fifter 
belecuc,that thegreat Oneale of Ireland was capriuated to her 


Joue,and in which, if the time could haue ferued, hee would 


haue ſhewed himſelfe as braue and complete an Amoriſt, as 
the formalleſt Courticr in England : To this the Lady ſeemed 
no great oppoſite, onely with ſome ſhew of modeſty depen. 
ding on her brother, ſhe referd the ſucceſſe to his approbatis, 
whoſomwhat coo ſtubbornegincerpoſed as it were anegatiue, 
not without exprobration of the barbarous cuſtomes of the 
North of [reiand, which Tirone interpreted diſgracious to his 
exaltation, and finding no other remedy toappeaſc his wil- 
fulnefle,in a manner by force of armes tooke her to his wife; 
whereypon hee was denied her dowry , and that exaſperated 
kis diſpleaſure: ro which when the Deputy added the ſuppreſ. 
fing of Mac Mahond his neighbour, I am afraid it exulcera- 
tcd bis loialty. For when hee perceiued hee was forbidden the 
title, ro the abaſing of his Family, and ſaw his inheritance diſ- 
tribured to the impoucriſhing his eſtate, he quickly Rarcled

,and many diſpleaſures diſcovered themſelues againſt his 
former cſtabliſhment,ſo that the Earle, by occaſion of retch- 
lefſe beoke. keepers calt vp his vntoward account in this 
manner: 

Firft, that the State had a purpoſe to ſuppreſſe the flouri- 
ſhing eminence both of himſclfe, and all the Lords of the 
North - Next ; that they ſhould bee compelled to alter their 
Religion, and diſclaime the Popes vſurped authoritie ouer the 
Church : Thirdly , that the Marſhall Sir Henry Bagnoll had 
not onely proſecuted him. with deſpightfull and malignant 
enmity, but iuſtified Articles of Treaſon againſt him » Fourth- 
Jy, that he was denied the fruits of his owne labor, and honor 
of his induſtry ,after he had (as hee obieted) with the lofſle 
of much blood,and expending of great Treaſure of his owne, 
reduRed the Prouince of YV/ſter: And laſt of all,that Sir William 
Fiz-William Lord Deputy , had not only giuen way to the 
malice of the Marſhall, but poſſeſſed the Court of England 
with many. vntruths againſt him; all which were quickly capi- 
tulated to the Dinaſtas of the North, his kinſmen, favorites, 
and dependents,& they as quickly commiſerated his diſcon- 
tents, and meerely out of inueterate hate againſt vs all, con= 
trated themſeluesto the maintaining the RomiſhReligion, 
and obedience ts the houſe of Oreale, keeping yer an open 
correſpondency with vs, though in couerttheirhearts:(as the 
Lapwing crycth fartheſt from her neft)ſored vp as ir-were all 
prouocations of diſloyalty, lying yet in waite for ſome ad- 
uantagious excuſe, if they once were diſcouered, 

The firſt that brake the Ice af their ill contrived Rebelli- 
ons was Mac Gnier, a turbulent yong man, crafty, and re- 
vengefull, who leduced by Gazrames a Prieſt, confirmed Pii- 
mate of /re/and by the Pope, inuaded Coragh, and ininſultmg 
manner yſurped the Countrey: as hee went, with full confi- 
dence, that the holy. Fathers bleflings ſhould-in a manner 
make ſecurity,and ſucceſſe attend them: Bur the doores of 
Heauen were barred. on the infide, excluding them as yet 
from any entrance, and rhe yertue of Sir Richard Bingham (o 


counterchecked Mac Guiers fortunes , that hee fled diſcomhi-

red, the Primate laine, and all his forces diſperſed : Yet af- 
ter a while the ſcattered limbs of Pelops are gathered together, 
and as if Aztexs ſhould recouer by touching the Earth, CAac 
Guier maketh a ſtronger party, and with ſome deceiucable 
beginnings, goes into more open Action, againſt whom the 
Earle of Tyrone himſclfe was compelled to ioyne with the 
Marſhall his only ſuſpeQed enemy , and receiued a wound in 
thar ſcruice : Bur his heart , as it ſhould ſeeme , was worler 
hurt with priuate diſcontentments : For you muſt yvaderftand 
that before he ſer forward in her Maicſties ſeruice, order was 
taken for the ſafe keeping of Shane Oneales children, whoſe 
deliuery bee bad denied to the State,inferring by way of com- 
plaint, that the Lord Deputy and Marſhall picked nothing 
but quarrels againſt him, and by new occfiaons of ynkinde- 
nefſe determined to ſupplant him, 


Now is Sir William Fitzwilliam recalled, and Sir William 


Ruſſell conſtituted Deputy in his ſtead, ro whom of his owne 
accord the Earle of Tyroxe came to ſubmitte himſclfe, with all 
thoſe promiſes, that might induce a generous ſpirit to belecue 
him : butthe Marſhall Bagzol/ then preſent audaciouſly arti 
culated,* That he countenanced Mac Gmier and the Primats 
Rebellion : 2. That hee ſupported Odoxcll, and the reft of that 
coniuration : 3, That by the aduice of Cormach as Baron, 
his Baſtard Sanne Cor had coadiutement from him in the de- 
uaſtation of Monaghay, and beſieging of Inigkellin : +, That 
hee corrupred the Faith and Obedience of the Captaines of 
Kilulto and Kilwarney: 5, And that all his proteſtations were 


counterfer and diſſimulatery fiftions, Theſe were hainous 


obieRions, and indeede deuided the Conncell : For the De- 
puty and Marſhall would haue detayned him priſoner, but the 
greater part eyther by yaine feare, or corrupted reſpeRts, in- 
rerceded yntill a more fitter oportunity, to whom as men bet- 
ter acquainted with the affaires of Ireland the Lord Deputy 
hardly condiſcended, RE \- 

So Tyrone returned home, and indeede turned as the Dog 
to his yomir, to his former impreſſed reſolutions to difturbe 
the Scate, ifthe State diſturbed him: whereupon ——

ding of an Army rayſed in E-g/and with new ſupplies of 
1300. Low-countrey Souldiers againft him, whomthat wor- 
thy and renowned Sir [bz Norris by the famous name of Ge- 
nerall Norris brought out of Britany, heenot onely Rood on 
his guard, but muſtred Þis followers (by this time reaſonably 
diſciplin'd in the open fields, and whilſt the E-g/ſb went a- 
gainſt Balſbanon and Belike, Caltles at the further end of Logh 
Erne, he approched Black-water Fort, and comming on the 
ſuddaine, had it ſurreridered into his hands;but not with that 
corffidence,that eyther hee relied on the ſecurity of the place, 
or power of his owne Army : whereupon he yery politiquely

Robert Cecdll, might be eaſily reconcited;'and {agic were) like 
the (wer of a mans browes wiped away: with a-gentle hand, 
which accordingly cameto paſle. For when certaine honeſt 
men performed good ofhces betweene them, never man ob= 


ſerued ſuch a Councellowr of State, berrerthenimy-Lord did 
him, nor ſuch a greatneffe honoured aperfoniitifuchan emi. 
nent place, then MF. Secretary did my Lord ': fo thatto their 
dying dayes their friendſhip was indiloluble, and as they lo- .

ued one another, ſo both reſpeRed the glory of their courtry 
before one another. b-, ” 

Thys without any publique oſtentation, or great atten- 
dancyyin the month of February 1600, heteoke his journey 
toward Irelar:d, and was welcommed roour true-hearted Ex- 
ob/6, as you ſee a famous Phylician preſented ro a lickepati- 
ent, who hath long expected his comming, Forhee found 
Ireland io deſperatelanguilhing, that he rather feared her fu- 
nerals then recouery, which muſt bee ſo at this iaſtanr, conli. 
dering the very belt did droop with dcpaire, and the wort 
inſulted with pride: Tyrone paſſed and repatled without con- 
troll, and the Rebell had cothiog in his mourh, but the Spa- 
iſh Invaſion, and that Tyrone ſhould bee the Prince of their 
Countrey vnder the Catholique King: whereupon to exaſpe- 
rate thenew Deputy, and cerrifie himar the firſt, they gauean 
a{laultto the ſuburbs of D#6b4,and the Alarum rung even to 
the Caſtle, where my Lord was refident, which indeede fo 
much incenſed him, that he reſolued co intercept his returne 
out of Afwnſter, whatſocuer chanced-;z and ſo gathering toge- 
ther the reſt of the diſperſed forces, and taking along ſuch 
Geatlemen as came with him out of England, he marched into 
Fereall (for you mult conſider the maine army was with my 
Lord of Ormond in Mnnfter ) and determined to feethe man- 
ner of Tyroxes returning home into his Countrey, but was 
preuented by the admirebic expedition hee made. For certi- 
ficd of all our proceedings, not without ſome ampliation of 
my Lordspower and authority, as .in all ſuch cafes ir hap- 
pens, that new Gouernours are not onely extolled, but an ar- 
my of a thouſand by poll, ſhall be made two thouſand by re- 
port, hequickly procured a ſhelter for the ftorme which was 
threatned, and even ready to powre vpon him, and ſo taking 
the "3g of Leaſe, and the skirts of ſeath, poſted into the 
North, : | 

When my Lord Deputy was thus fruftrated of his expe- 
Garion,hereturned to D«blin,and after orderly conſultation, 
concluded to {end forces by ſea to Logb-Foile and Baliſbanen, 


as allo to Legh-Erne, to vilie Leaſe and Ophaty, to reſtore 
7 Munſter, 
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FHunfter, and fortitie Conach, which as they were delignes of 
wonderfull conſequence ; ſo muſt as wunderfull wiſdome of 
men, and prouidence of God effectuate the ſame, and brivg 
ro a happy period, Thus was all /re/and, like a turbulent ſea 
full of billowes, euen to the very ſhores, and the Rebell vex- 
ed both Countrey and Inhabirants :rhe country was ſpoiled, 
ouerrunne, and.ia moſt parts depopulated z infomuchthatin 
diucrs places, twenty mule together,not {ſo much a: a bird ap- 
peared ; theinbabitants wereſlaine, rauiſhed, enforced, and 
robbed : inſouch thar ncither houſe, nor Church, excepc 
ſome few caltles and townes in ſpeciall mens hands, remai- 
ned vpright: but were burnt, ruined, and deuaſlted, | 
 Whenmy Lord Deputy (to make my birlt mile hold cor- 
reſpondency)felt the pulſes ſo ſtrong of this diſquiered body, 
and vnderſtood the ſtate of the ſame by outward and inward 
demoſtrarion: his principall care was, to reduce the diſllem- 
perature,and coole the hear, if it were poſlible,of this burning 
feauer ; for which purpole heeconferred with the Councell, 
and after orderly and prouident furniſhing his army with 
munition, garons, and ſeuerall prouiſion : he determined in 
_ perſon, and withallſpeedineſſe,ſometimestheonely (irength 
and life of all difficult enterprizes, to encounter the enemy ; 
bur eſpecially to diuert Tyrone from intercepting S*, Henry 
Dockeray, at Logh-Foilez and S", Matthew Morgan,at Baliſha- 
0n ; whereupon inthe beginning of May (ancarly time to 
bring an army into the field) hee marched toward Yifer, and 
preſſed the Rebellwith ſo many skirmiſhes, thatthey were 
wonderfully diſperſed, and againſt all expeQation confoun- 
ded : Thus had heeleafure, in the midſt of Tune, to march 
backe againe into Leaſe, the onely refuge of the Rebels of 
Lemfter, where with admirable ſucceſle he prevailed againſt 
that turbulent, cruel], and bleudy young man Ony-MMac- 
Roory-Oge, thecheetcof the family of O-wore, who had fo 
lately diſturbed the peace of all A2anfer ; towhom,with other 
 hia moſtpeſtilent and impious confederates, did our Deputy 
read a leſſon of Iuſtice, and taught rebellionother princi 


les 
of conformity, then cither they were willing to learne,or 6 
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beene before orderly enſtructed in : by which occalion Belle- 
a began to giuevs better entertainment, and already there 
appeared adeclining of the others proſperity : Thus was the 


God of battells propitious vato vs, and theſunne of comfore 
by degrees chaſed away the foggy milts of deſpaire and de- 


fpight zſo that every mans heart was cheered,and they which 


held downe their heads full low in the time of miſtruſt and 


 afflition, T meane the /r;#-Eng/;/othemſelues inthe pale,be- 


ganneto ſtand vpright for joy, and flocked to the court in 
troops, to welcome my Lord Deputy home, and applauded 
the proſperity of his attempts; yea,to ſpeake without flattery, 
cojmputethe happineſle to his vertue and wiiddome. _ 
Inthke midit of this iollity, new ſupplies out of Zngland 


gane more aireto ſuccelſe, which had beene fo long ſmoo. 


thered betweene malignant circumſtances of time, and ill 
conditions of men deuoted to private eads. For this is molt 
certaine, thatinthe vncercainty of our preuailing, when the 
government of Ircland ſeemed Jayd at the ftake, howeuer 
the better ſort kept correſpondency with vs, and profellcd a 
kinde of glory in participating with our mistertunes, yet did 
they vadcrhand not onely releeue Tyrone, but contraſted for 


their one ſecurity, if any alteratien ſhould chance ; yea,'in 


ſome of our extremities, they behaued themſcluesſo audaci- 
ouſly, and yet with an vatoward policy, that whenthey were 
ſent for to march wich the army, they made dilatory excuſes, 


and many times denied ſuch attendance, as if they had buli- 
nefle ſufhcient to keepe their owne territories from robbery 


and fpoiles, Butour worthy Deputy againe, with rheſe new 
troops, he vndertooke the journey of the Aforry, three miles 
beyond Dexdalk: and attempted an impetuous afſaulr, which 
continued with many dangerous and violent skirmiſhes, For 
his aorſe was ſhot vnder him, his Secrerary flaine by him, his 
friends wounded, and diuers Commanders hurt ; yer heen- 
dured all, and the God of heauen endured him,ſo that at the 
laſt, witha memorable (laughter and fortunateviQory, -hec 


enforced them from this taftnelle. 


Preſently finding ſweer beginnings to breath lifeintoaRi- 
F- ons, 
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ons, he marched to «4rmagh, and tumbled thoſe hindrances 


on toſide, w hich had made that pailageſo noyſome, and be- 
cauſc he would maintainean old poſition : 
Non mio» eft virts, quam querere, partatweri: 

He built afort called Mount N'rrs, within eight miles of the 
Newry,and in a manner the mid-way to Armagh, in honour 
of that worthy Generall, viider whom he was introduRed on 
the martialltheater, In his returne (paſſing ouer many lighe 
skirmiſhes) neerevnro C arlingfor d, hee preugiled with a me- 
morable defearure of therelt, and fo Rtored the caitles with 
ſtrong wards, making the narrow water paſfible, and ſending 
the peltilent KerzeJurkiog in cuery corner, to ſeeke for better 
ſhelter. For theſe new and terrible ſtormes , had ſhattered 
their olde couerts, and almolt beaten them to peeces ouer 
their heads, 

Not log after, in the midſt of winter, hecoaſted into the 
Glins by Dublin, where Donnell Spaniah-P helin, and Raymond. 
IMac- Fengh, with that peliilentrabbleof O-Tooles, held ſuch 
a quarter, that no man before him had either leiſure to. dif- 
r2>kethem, or {ufhcient forces to raiſe them from their firm- 
nelle: theſe yet he ſubdued, reduced, and led them by ſtrong 
hand toſuch a way of obedience, that Sir Henry Harrington 
vnder him went quietly to Newcaſtle, and had the principal! 
command ouer themzyeazl can aflure you wereglad to bein- 
vited to- the pleaſures of his peace and entertainment, and 
Raymond-Mac-Fengh as1rake it,was his tenant for Baltinglas, 
and gloried in nothing more, then that hee had (worne him- 
ſclfea trueſubie&t to the Maieſtic of England. 

Laſtly, he hafted into Feriaf, where the Rebel! Tirrel! was 
pulled out ef his darke corners into the open light of dil- 
comfiture, andin the end compelled into 7{fey; to the great 
Comander of their facinorousecnterprizes,whither his Lord- 
ſhip fellowed with admiration, and preuailed with all the ad- 
uantages of afortunate Captaine. For, intruth, heatrempted 
nothing ; but preuailed : and with the Centurion” in the Go- 
fpelhy ſaid to this man, go.zand hewent : tothar, do this;and 
hedid.it; ſo that if a man wouldthen haye catalogued his par- 


ticular, 
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ticular, heemight thus have ſer downethe Items of his ac- 
count, which Iam the boſder to doe, becauſe I cannot incurre 
the imputation of flattery, nota man remaining, that I know, 
to reward me, nor willnot obſcure the worthineſſe of vertue 
in aGenerall ſo complear and well afſifted by all the proper- 
ties of honour and renowne, DN 
Firltthcn, (yet I doe not preſumeof order, nortie my ſelfe 
to the ſtrictaetle of time) hee conquered the Ferial, by the 
death of the two ſonnes of &xer-AMac- Codey. Hee ſubdued 
che Rebels of the Fuſe, and recciued to grace Twrlogh-71ac- 
Henry : he laid open the Brexy, and taught vs a way to march 
- ouertheir boggs, yeato bring our cannons ouer their deepelt 
mires,as my ſ{elfe was an eye-witnefſe in Consgh before O-Ke/- 
lies ownecaltle: hereftored Tredagh, and made thoſe vncon- 
ſtanr people aſhamed of their willingnelle co become hiſpa- 
niolized : heereduced Leiale, pardoning Aagennis that viur- 
ped there, and ſet open their prowdeſt faltnes:yea,their paces 
and mountaines were made ealle, in deſpight of natures dif- 
' culties and mens policies : hee ronke tomercy Mac-Hahond, 
and the O- Reahes, knighting that olde Sf, Patrick O-Hanland, 
and corroborating all their Jloues as farre as hewent : hee cx- 
pelled the Rebells from Armagh, fortifying the ſame with 
Engliſh, and cameto Blackwater Sconce,u here Tirone was ve- 
ry cunningly encamped: but arsdeludetnr arte,and he remoo- 
ued him in defpight, caſting vp more ſufficient erenches, and 
left it once againe in che falt-holding armes of Captaine 7h: 
Williams : hee made Lea(eand Ophaly proud of their peace 2nd 
proſperity : ſo thatthe Inhabitants lill gathered themſelves 
vnderthecouertof Eng/i/h protetion : he ſer open the Glims, 
and made the Brens and Tools, with other inficious Rebells 
aſhamed to purany confidencein deuices,or reaches of mens 
braines, For God had ordained the pride of life, to be ſubie& 
toalteration, angrche preſumption of mento bee patible of 
counterchecking. To conclude, in a word, howeuer other 
men were vertue-worthy, and valiant enough : yet this our 
Lord 47011729 was queftionlefle more fortunate, as wee are I 
ſcalibleof that rerme, then any man ſince S", Henry Sidney's = U 
tines 
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times, yet I may notouerpaſſe that memorable Lord Grey, 
whoſe noble ſpirit ſobped flie in the face of his ork 
and dimmed the light of the Spanyerd: in Swirwick, and other 
places of Ireland, who hadin thoſe timesa determinatioats 
pry intoeuery corner of the Countrey, andſettle theautho. 
rity oftheirgreat Maſter amongſt vs, if it were poſſible. Thus 
Fortune aſhamed of her firſt churliſh entertainment,welcom- 
med him to thepleaſures of a more conucnient lodging, and 
gave vs all hope of his perpetuity in thepalace of reputation, 
which ia that manner, as you hauehecard, hee tooke pollel- 
fieg of, ; | —” 

_ Tiroxe, notwithſtanding, was not altogether exanimated : 
for what he could not with thelyons, her performed with the 
foxes skin, and according to an oldefilthy principle:

He carednot what courſe hetooke, or tracke hee paced io, ſo 
Englanl4 might bediſturbed,and his owne fortunesand great-

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proteion. For after ſhehad livedand raigned, co:theadmi.. 
ration of all nations, and filled che world with the fame of 
her vertues foure and forty yeeres,and renowae of life three- 
ſcoreandten, ſhee was ordained for a better Kingdome, and 
the foure and twenty day of March 1602, wentto take pul- 
ſellion of it. My Lord had notice long before of her decay. 
ing, which peraduenture was an incitation the rather for the 
_ taking in of Tirove, though hevaderſtood not ſo much. -So 
this great Queene,the Wonder of Time, the Admiration of 
her Sex,the Help of all Nations, the Priacetle of Fame; the . 
Miſtriiſe of Honour, the Terror of Antechriſt, and the Come X 
mandrix of Fortune, left her name cucrlaſting, and-dignity 
ynmatchable. For (belecue it) what forraine Prince ſocuer, / 
morethen toadmire her, ſhall {trive to imitate her, will bur 
wrong Maiefty, and difcouer this imperfection, that emula- 
_ tion is comitanc to vertue, and when wee canaot attainc to 
the tranſcendency of anothers excellency, wee fallto vilipen- 
ding theworch, and malicious calumniation'of the goodnes : 
and heerein let Exg/end reioyce, that the ſtarreof dignity,and 
fame of thoſe times, was fet vnder her climate by her death, 
andin her life ſhe treaſured ſuch jewels of eſtimation, that 
io - <+qgpony of other palaces could not diſcouer, or ſhew 
the like. 

As for Rewe, and ſomedefamatory inuencions of Spaine z 
the poyſon hath returnedto their owne prejudice, like him 
which ſpitting againſt the winde, found his face beſmeered 
with che reflexion.

England pred abroad the coulours of Maieſty indeed, and all 
others were but aheap of confulion, and diſeaſed mixture of 
vnſceemely familiatity. Bucthis is a digrefſion: for mine own 
part thereforel will onely blefly her vaimicable renowne, and 
end with the Poet: :

They which write of the nature of things, ſay plainely

Thus is it apparant in diuers plants growing neere the Eu 
trees ahich cicher periſh Lcomedingly; or hls by PRs. 
without any proſperity : they which areskilfull in mulique 
ſay,thatthe ſtrings of wolues & ſheep makea diſcord,and will 
never effe cither Drapaſon or harmony, It is recorded, that 
when Evevcles and Polimeces the ſonnes of Ordipmy were bur- 
ned, after they had ſlaine one another, according to the ſo- 
lemaityof ſacrifices in thoſe dayes, thevery Hlatne diuidedic 
ſelfe, penn 197 the hatelaſted in death, which could nec 
be reconciled inlife, and if in any thing it euer appeared, it 
was and ismoſt probable inthe natureand condition of the 
Irifs, and our clues. For though they have beene many 
times reduced by conformable perſwation,and as many times 
_ corrafted by —_— caftignrion : yet nothing could de- 

taine then within the circle of obedience; or faſten thiety ro 
the dore-poſt of loueand duty : norwas this theertour and 
entity of the North, of (as you tetmeit)che wilde 7/1 only, 
but rhe-inficious difpoſtion of the whole Nation , agaitft 
gone in perſon, as in the excurſionvof Fianftey, Leaſe, Ophaly,

the backe of rebellion ſeemed broken,and thatthis great prop 


of ſupportation,Tireve, was taken from them, whereby they 
were paſt all hope of coadiutement,eitherfrom him or Spaine- 


yet didthepoiſon of their malice and deſpight burſt out into 


boiles and botches of deformity, by rebellion againſt the 
King himſelfe, tq welcome him the better, euenthefirſt yeere 
of his eſtabliſhment in an vacontroulable Maielty : all which 


did queſtionleſſe ariſe from an inueterate hate, and janated 


antipathy againſt vs; 

Againe : whereas no venomous beaſt will live, nor is 
bred in Jrelaxd, infouch that Beaa reporteth, that in thoſe 
dayes, when the Ilc of an bred a centrouerlie, to which 
Kingdome it did appertaine, whether England or Ireland, the 
deciding of theſameconliſtedin this, to carry certain ſnakes 
and toades into the Countrey, which if they agreed inthe 
ſame, and did liue, would calily approoueic Enghs : bur if 
they died and miſcarried, then queſtionlefle, by naturall pro- 
bability, [rc/a#d had the propriety : wherein the Divine Pro- 
uidence was much glorified, that would not altogether ouer- 
poyſona nation with noyſome creatures and beaſts, conſide. 
ring the people were bad enough of themſclues, and had 
theirvery blouds corrupted with the venome ofmalice,enuy, 
diſdaine, pride and reuenge, euen againſt one another ; and 
againſt vs (if it were poſſible) the very ſtones and houſes ſee- 
med toſwell with miſlike, and grow bigg againe with the tu- 
mots of ambitious rebellion, which more apparantly appea- 
red inthetreaſons of diuers towns,by name erford,Corcke, 
and Limricke, who vpon the falſe alarum of S*, James Gonths 
warrantize from England, for the toleration of religion, went 
as freſhly to maſle, as if the Pope himſelfe hadeſtabliſhed his 
ſuperſtitious canonsin the ſame : Norwas this done out of 
zcaleorindire&t deuotion, according tothe limplicity of di- 


vers, who were willing to maincaine the Catholique cauſe ; 
but with fury, rage , and military dire&ions, theſe ſtrong 


cownes entertained a preſumption of fertifying themfclucs a-

Whereupon my Lord Deputy was compelled to leaue 
T irone to himſelfe, with a kinde of confidence of his loyalty, 
and policique direRtions for the ſuperuizing of his aRions, 
and in perſun wentforward to theſuppreſiing theſe infolen- 
cies, vnfolding againe'to his great greefe and ynquiernes the 
woond vpcolours of debances which hee had ſuppoſed had 
beene layd alide for euer : fo that whole ſummer was ſpent in 
vaheard of hurliburlies: and his returne into Eng/and procra- 
ſtinated for a time: nor was the bulines ſo ſoone determined, 
or the intricatenetle of this diſturbance lo ealily varied, as ma- 


ny imagined. For Waterford (ſhut the gates, ſtood vpon their 


guard, and denied him entrance with his army, vatill exaſpe- 
_ rated with the diſpleaſure, he read chem ſuch aletlon of mar- 
tiall diſcipline, that they well vaderſtoed a patard couid blow 
 opentheir gates, a mine or battery ouerthrow their walls, and 
ſuch a Commander would not beedgallied withall, when hee 
determined indeede to whip their treaſons with an impe- 
ricus- authority, and ſo hee preceeded accordingly, pulling 
this high-looking headof innouation on her knees, depreſ- 
ſingtheglory of their Maior and gouernment,forfetting their 
liberties co the State, and eftabliſhing S*. Richard Aſonſon in 
thefullauthority of the city , who moſt iudiciouſly for the 
time committed the keyes of the gates to the careand valour 

of Captaine eres, | 
Ar (orcke they began moreroughly, demolifhing the new 
Fort which was a building,turning their ordnance againſt the 
callle of Shandon, which they ſhot through, when my Lady 
Carey was init, muſtring their towneſmen, tothe number of 
two thouſand, one or other,with whom they reſoluedro man 
their walls and defend their ports, and proceeded-with a {a- 
uage immanity againſt divers, cucn tothe ſhedding of bloud, 
that ſeemed to intercept, or bee angry with theiriollity : and 
for all they had heard how7Yaterford was ſerued;yettbey duiſt 
ſay, that Corcke wasa ſtronger towne, better manned, and ſo 
well fertified;thatthey knew my Lord Deputies preparations 
werenot able te furprize them,which haſined hisſpeedineſle, 
andencreaſed his anger ;. ſo that they found theirabuſed pre- 
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ſumption quickly overmaſtred, and beſides thoſe, which 
were lainein the encounters, my Lord hanged diuers, and 
arraigned both the Major and Recorder vpon bigh treaſon, 


ſetting vprighe againe both Shandonand thenew Fort, who ar 
either end of thecowne ouerlooke the fame, and can by this 


time batter their houſes about their cares, if they docbutre- 


pine, or whiſperagainlt them. 


From hence hee marched co Lawricke, but they growing 
wiſe by other mens harmes, according to that good councell 
of Felix quem faciunt aliena pericula cautum, 
welcommed him that would haue welcommed himſelfe,and 
ſubmitted to ſueh direQtions, as he enforced againftrhem,not 
without impriſoning certaine Prieſts and Gives Citizenc, 
whom he detained in priſon, as he had done in theother pla- 
ces, From hence he determined to vilit Gatoway, but vader- 
ſtanding of their conformity, hee pur it in the accounts of 
true ſubieRs, and reputed heras a daughter of faire condiri- 


ons and good behauiour : notwithſtanding, he cameto Arh- 


_ lone, and wiping away allaſperſions of rebellion, as hee went, 


helefr them with fairerfaces, then they accuſtomed to haue 
to Jooke more cheerefully on his Deputy SF. George Cary the 
Treaſurer at warres, who enioying both places, did proceede 
iudiciouſly jn the civill adminiſtration, as little troubled with 
any remarkable innouation, thereſt of the time of tiiscom- 
moranceinthe Countrey. kb 

T he next yecreour Deputy prepareth for Exgland,as made 
one of his Maieſties Priuy Councell, Lord Lieutenant of 7re- 
land; and withina while created the Earle of Dewonſtire, with 
ſomedonatien of hand, and contribution of penſions, tothe 
eternall honour of ſuch a Maieſty, tharwould-not let vertue 


1,ed ateare for ſorrow,that ſhe was vnrefpeRed; 8 comfort of = 


all the monarchy, that werethe better animated togenerous 


performances,when they ſawthe Princewould regard them, 
Thus is 75rovecarried inco £n7laudt, as the trophee of his for- 


mer endeauours and vicorics, But whatareriblezeckoning 
the accounts of histreaſonsand vidurifell proteedidgs fom- 
med together , every man can tell which oucriooked the

ſame. For the peoples hate (as hee patſedthrough ales and 
other places) was ſo enflamed againſt him, that the women 
preſumed tothrow dure and ſtones at him, andthe ſpreddin 
rree which coucred him, had much adoe to ouerſhadow an 
 ſecayrehim fromthe malice and threars of ſuch as railed vpon 
him : yet with ſome adoe hath he ſafe condut co the Court, 
and our worthy King looking on him with the eyes of a no- 
ble commiſeration, quickly welcommed him with cheereful 
neile, and as quickly, by the fauourof Cyrs, returned him ; 
as the /ewes to build vp the walls of broken and deſolate [erw- 
ſalem : {9 hee, to reintegrate his eſtate, repaire his caſtles and 
cownes, and ſertle himelfe in his eahecitance, as Lieutenant 
of the Countrey vnder the King, andeo gouerne the ſame 
after the manner of England. EO FE 

By this time is S*, Arthur Chichefter Lord Deputy, who 
watched theſe parts of che North more narrowly, then any 
other before him. Firſt,becauſe of his long experience and re- 
ſidenceamong(t chem, as being Gouernor of Knogferome,and 
2 laborious ſearcher of Logh Con, withall the terrirories adia- 
cent. Secondly, inregard of the way open to the flouriſhes 
of peace, when the Lords of the North ſaw ſuch a vnity and 
conſent of goodneſſe by Tirmnerremiſſion. Thirdly, in re- 
card of his private loue in theſe parts, to which was vnited a 
kind of feare& obſeruation of his yertue, he had ſodemeaned 
himſclfe before,& continued cuer lince. Laſtofall, by reaſon 
of ttraighe diretions trom Exglard, to hauethe Shires diui- 
ded with their orderly officers of Lieutenants and Tuſtices of 
peace, cuen amonglt the meere /r:þ,who neuer heard of ſuch 
names and gouernment before, to ſend out Iudges of Altife, 
whoſe abſolute authority was for the time ſupereminent a- 
boue all others, and to puniſh malefaours after our Law and 
faſhion of England, cuento rherertour of thegreareft, who 
riipended the ſame, or durſt oppoſe againſt rhe inhibitionro

deede, heeliued more diſcontented then euer, and fraighted

Countrey, conteſteth with che Deputy about the ſame (al. 
though he eueracknowledged his worth, and confeſſed that 
Sr, Arthar Chicheſter had vnited many vertues to a Souldicrs 
name) ſecondeth the Earle of Terconnelin his repinings, and 
alloweth of S*, Caher Odohordies contentions, maligning our 
forwardnelle and ſuccelle, when hee ſaw him lie bleeding on 
the ground, and verily (uppoſed that the burning of the Dery, 
with the comming forward of Odexre# to forage the Coun. 
trey, would haue made another Gordon to trouble all the 
Country again to vntic the knor. But,as God would haue it, 
there is anothereflexander to fuifi!] the prophelie,or Oedipus 
to ditſoluerbe riddle, who witha ſword in his hand can cutit 
;n peeces, fo that theſe new Rebells arediſcomfired, and ſuch 
a blaſt gf diſpleaſure is blowne againſt Danganmen, as the 
North-ea(t winde, that ftrucke che foure corners of obs el- 
deſt ſonnes houſe, and quite overthrew it, to thedeſtruction 
of the people within.

_ adiutors willneuer beableto wreſt it out of their hands, 
 Tironehfeing thus made the ſpeRacle of miſery, by the 
incitement of certaine Prieſts, flieth into Terconned, and * 
contriueth with that Earlc toferſake their Countrey, and 
repaire to Rowe, where they might beſure to be ſhrowded 
vader the Angells wings of the Caftle S*, « Logelo,and bleſ- 
ſed with the holy fathers cntertaigment, from the affronrs 
of all diſturbance, which accordingly with all conuenien- 
cy they could, they put in praiſe, gathering together 
what treaſure the Countrey affoorded, and (o with his wife 
and children, Terconnets wife and young ſonne, and ſome 
ffcy perſons or attendancs they ſhipped themſelucs, and 
forms ſufficient friends and meanes to eſcape, 

Thus like exiles forſaken, diſperſed and abandoned, full 
of horrours of a guilty conſcience, vexed in ſoule by 
ſtrange excruciations, tormented with f*are of being be- 
trayedathome, abaſhed at the ſhameof being entertained 
abroad, and affrighted with the diſaſterof their lamenta- 
bledeieRtion: they areatlength compulſed to hidethem- 
ſelues amongli the rotten reedesof Egypt, even the Pope 
and his Conliſtory of Cardinalls, as in their former deter- 
mination : Where, how his affliftions encreaſed, and with 
what vexation of ſpirit hee cateth the repining bran of o- 
ther mens corne, that might have fed on the fine flowre of = 
his owne threſhiog ; I beleeue moſt travellers know, but 
am aſſured ſometrembleto behold the alteration : ſo that 
for my ſelfe, well acquainted with all his entertainments 
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
